Dr. John H. Finley In- 


spires College Gradu- 


ating Class 


CONWAY. Ark.—On the quiet, tree- 


shaded campus of Hendrix College 
Tuesday 51 graduating students of the 
institution heard a message of en- 
couragement from Dr. John H. Finley, 
associate editor of the New York 
Times, who was a freshman in college 


ago when ,Hendrix was 
50 years 
founded. 


The subject of Dr. Finley's address 


was "A Televictorian Half-Century," 
and its delivery was marked by flushes 
of quiet humor. 


In the course of his address, he 


praised highly the small colleges of 
liberal arts and science, of which Hen- 
drix is H typical example. 


"It would be a cultural calamity of 


the first magnitude," he said, "if this 
institution were to lose its unique po- 
sition in the world's educational sys- 
tems—if it were to be crushed between 
the upper and the nether millstones 
of extended secondary and vocational 
education from below and earlier pro- 
fessional specialization from above, if 
it ceased to be prmarily an institution 
that was concerned with things that 
lie in the sphere of the soul. 


"Tho American college, and especi- 


ally of private endowment, is an insti- 
tution essential to our higher intel- 
lectual and spiritual life." 


Dr. Finley coined the word, "Tele- 


victorian," to describe the past-half 
century, "the age of the conquest of 
the far, from the infinistesimal to in- 
finitude, the age of the telegraph and 
the telephone, wire dand tireless, of 
telautomobility. of television and tele- 
photography, of the telescope and the 
microscopic, of the tele-newspaper and 
tie-flight, by air." 


He dwelt upon the changes that have 


occurred during the past 50 years, and 
told the graduates: 


"You 
come into active part in the 


world's life with an entirely difercnt 
background from 
the youth of 50 


years ago. Your lives are infinitely 
bhorter relatively, infinitely longer in 
the preparation which has been made 
for them and infinitely longer in their 
influence. 


"You 
are the heirs of hundreds of 


millions of ages—instead of a 
few 


centuries—as you stand today in the 
foremost files of time, but you will 
also influence life as many ages hence.

Barrow Intended 


to Kill Hamilton 


Letter From Dead Desper- 


ado Received at Dal- 


las Jail 


DALLAS, Texas.— (/P) —A fruitless 


search by Clyde Barrow to find and 
kill Raymond Hamilton, his former 
criminal companion and the reason for 
the separation of the desperado pair 
was revealed Tuesday in a letter in 
possession of R. A. (Smoot) Schmid, 
Dallas county sheriff. 


Clyde wrote the letter to Hamilton 


about a month ago "to remind" him 
"of all the dirty deals" he had made 
and declaring that he should have 
killed Hamilton when the latter "stole 
the money from us" after the robbery 
of R. P. Henry and Sons' private bnak 
at Lancaster, 20 miles south of Dallas. 


Barrow and his gun-shooting wom- 


an aide, Bonnie Parker, were shot and 
killed by six officers in Louisiana last 
Wednesday. Hamilton is in the state 
penitentiary facing 362 years impris- 
onment. 


"You exposed your 'hole card' when 


you stole the money from us on the 
Lancaster 'job,' " Barrow's letter said. 
"When I demanded a 
'shakedown,' 


you offered such strange excuses for 
having the money on you I should 
have killed yo uthen. I would have 
saved myself much bother and money 
looking for you. For, after you writ- 
ing that letter saying you didn't stoop 
so low as to rob filling stations, I 
have done nothing but look for you." 


Hamilton received the letter in his 


jail cell here Tuesday. It was mail- 
ed from New Orleans. 


"He read it himself," Schmid said. 


"You 
could see by the expression on 


his face it carried him off his feet." 


Hamilton at the time identified the 


writing in the letter as Bonnie's and 
said the signature was Clyde's. 


Barrow opened the letter with this 


paragraph: 


"Raymond: I'm very sorry to hear 


of your getting captured, but due to 
the fact that you ofered no resistance, 
sympathy is lacking. The most I can 
do is hope you miss the 'chair.' 


"When I came to the farm after you 


I though maybe the 'joint' had chang- 
ed you from a boastful punk. How- 
ever, I learned too soon the mistake I 
had made. The first thing that arous- 
ed my suspicions was your suggestion 
of shooting Joe Palmer in the back 
while he was asleep. You soon learn- 
ed how I felt about such 'eat dieas.' " 


Barrow referred to the January It) 


raid on the Eastham prison farm in 
which Hamilton. Joe Palmer, Henry 
Methvin and two other convicts were 
liberated. Offciers have known that 
Palmer and Methvin went with Bar- 
row on his cross-country jaunts in re- 
cent months.

Congress Friday—Takes 


Notes With Him 


WASHINGTON' 
— (/P) —President 


Roosevelt arranged to leave Wednes- 
day for a trip up the Atlantic coast 
but with congress pressing toward ad- 
journment, he changed his schedule 
so as to return to Washington Mon- 
day. 


The president will take with him on 


his way to Gettysburg, Pa., and New 
York, the data for his long-planned 
message to Congress on war debts. 
This probabily will be submitted on 
Friday. 


After speaknig Wednesday in Get- 


tysburg at the Memorial Day exer- 
cises he will continue by special train 
to New York City. 


The night will be spent at the fam- 
ly home on East 65th street and early 
Thursday the president will board the 
cruiser Indianapolis and sail down the 
narbor to review the fleet which is 
coming back to New York from the 
Pacific. 


Late Wednesday the president went 


over the labor situation in a confer- 
ence with Hugh S. Johnson, industrial 
administrator; Donald Richbery, gen- 
eral atorney for NRA, Senator Wag- 
ner and others. He conferred at lunch- 
eon with Senator Norris. 


After the fleet review, the president 


will go by train to Worchester, Mass., 
from where he will motor Friday to 
the Groton school to see his youngest 
son, John, graduated.

The Reichsbank offered refunding 
ionds in'payment of coupons matur- 
ng during the next year, the tirst 
latch being due July 1.

conversion office, guaranteed by the 
Reich, and will mature January 1,194S, 
being payable in the currency of the 
original bonds. 


For coupon holders wishing cash, 


the Reichsbank agrees to undertake 
to purchase the coupons or the bonds 
at any time commencing six months 
after the date of the coupons. 


This offer is for at elast 40 per cent 


of the outstanding coupons or bonds 
and possibly more, depending upon 
the foeign exchange position of the 
Reischbank at the time.
